The unemployment problem is atriking much closer to the pouiertd 
of every retailer—no matter what his business—than it seems at the 
first glance, The retail dealer depends upon the public for his liveli- 
hood. The more people there are out of work the more their buying 
power is curtailed, and because of this every retailer can interest 
himself in any plan-that will provide jobs for the jobless—thereby 
not only helping some unfortunate, but incidentally putting that per- 
son in a position where he may be able to buy the necessities of life. 
Fere is a suggestion: The winter time in the west is 50 sévere that it 
puts an end to many activities which are.ecarried on vigorously at 
other seasons, Thus. many people are thrown out of work at the 
worst time of the year. Now, why not advance a Paint-up—Clean- 
up campaign to some extent at least? Of course this does not suggest 
that outdoor painting be done, but every retailer either in his home 
or business, or both places, is certainly counting on doing some paint 
ing or-decorating or cleaning up accumulated rubbish in the spring. 
Re-modeling and exténsions of existing buildings are also planned 
here and there. Why not get as much of it done now and give some 
jobless fellow a chance to earn a few dollars to help him along] 
through the remainder of the winter? Our trouble is that we all get 
busy on the same thing at the same time, so there is never an equal 
distribution of opportunity for-wage earners. Work that can be 
done now. just as well,as two or three months hence might be started 
to the benefit of everyone concerned. Can’t you find, a few days’ 
work repairing or remodelling your store or squaring up odds and 
ends of stock? Instead of waiting for Provincial Clean-up—Paint-up 
weeks in May, do what you can now and so relieve the situation « 
little. It may mean a slight inconvenience, but with. people out of 
work, surely the opportunity of extending a little practical assistance 
in this‘way would more than offset any other consideration.

No matter how one cares to view it, the strike or lockout which 
puts men and women away from their regular employment and tem- 
porarily stops useful production, is poor business, with no redeeming 
features that overbalance:its undesirable tendencies.

than 86,000,000 days were lost by workers because of trade disputes 
That is a stupendous total of lost days, but when one considers it i1 
the light of dollars and cents it is appalling to contemplate. Assum 
ing that each day was worth no more than three dollars to the work, 
éts wé have a total of $258,000,000. Experience of the past would 
indicate that benefits secured either by employed or employers it 
settlement of these-disputes would counterbalance this enormou: 
financial loss. , 

While arbitration and compromise may fail at times to give al! 
that one feels is justifiable, it is a fact that in the main an arbitration 
or conciliation policy more. generally: approahes that ideal without 
close approach to which truly amicable relations. cannot be’ ex 
pected between capital and labor, The first thing a strike or lockout 
shows to unbiased mind is that on one side or the other; or on both 
sides in all probability, uncompromising influences are at work 
Such influences are a curse to the well-being of the ‘state or com 
munity, They spring from the womb of selfishness which is the arcl 
enemy of advancement in community interest. 

Only the policy of give and take saved the day for civilization it 
the international settlements foll6wing the great war. That policy 
and that policy alone could and would have prevented the 1921 loss 
of $258,000,000 to the workers of the world. That it did not do this 
is a sad commentary on the quality of our boasted civilization. So 
long as such conditions are possible among us we should not boast 
but benmoan that our civilization is so spurious a thing.

THE UNFORTUNATE? 

The Tax Recovery Act is being eased off by the Legislauré to the 
extent that a deliquent will e given two years in which to redeem 
property sized by the municipality for taxes. It is provided, however 
that where property is sold the price shall be the fair value of the 
land and that the municipality shall keep all the proceeds. That is 
not fair, and it is not sound public policy, It is another application 
of the prevalent but suicidal notion that the way to create good con- 
ditions is to fleece without mercy and regardless of justicé the un- 
fortunate individual for the supposed benefit of the public. When a 
taxpayer’s property is taken-from him he suffers enough in any event 
in pocket and spirit. The least that can be done in decency is to give 
him any balance of the selling price there is left after the municipal- 
ity has recovered the taxes due with the costs to which it has been 
put. The community does not prosper by pauperising people whq 
happen to have a crop failure or to be out of work for a season, Nor 
is there any defensible pretence of fairness im doing so.—Bulletin.

KEEPING UP THE 
MILK SUPPLY 


(Experimental Farm Notes) 
June conditions in the feed and 


management of cattle are con- 
ducive to the maximum milk 
yield. These conditions | are, 


plenty of succulent palatable 
food, plenty of light, fresh air and 
clean water and comfortable 
quarters. These are supplied in 
summer by good pasture, prefer- 
ably a legume, clean water, shade 
from sun and rain and protection 
from flies. The location of the 
pasture is of considerable import 
ance for ifsthe cows are required 
to travel far it counts against the 
yield of milk. 

As the summer advances and 
the pastures become dry and the 
flies become more” troublesome 
the milk flow falls off unless 
these conditions are counteracted 
Freshly cut green oats fed at this 
time answer well for the depleted 
pasture and regular applications 
of any. of the various fly oils 
counteract the effect of the in- 
creasing fly pests. 

The milk yield cannot be kept 
up during the fall and winter 
without succulent feed and this 
is best supplied by roots such as 
turnips and> mangels or by en- 
silage, .\t the Rosthern [Experi- 
mental Station no success has at- 
tended any effort to grow mangels 
but turnips have always yielded 
heavy Turnips, however, 
ire expensive due to the amount 
of hand work in’ growing 
the difficulty in storing and feed- 
ing. A much less expensive and 
more satisfactory winter feed for 
dairy cattle is sunflower ensilaye. 
The sunflowers can be .grown 
without much hand work and can 
be harvested with machinery and 
but immediately into the silo. 
Thirty to forty: pounds.as a daily 
feed t-odairy cows has practical- 
ly the same effect on milk pro- 
duction as good’ grass pasture. 

But grass alone. is not sufficient 
for maximum returns. \Whether 
on grass or ensilage a meal ration 
is necessary and a very handy

The Evaluation Of Ay Empire 
: The structure of the British. Empire and the conception of empire enter- 
tained by the British people, both at home and abroad, has long been a puzzle 
to other nations and peoplés. With the exception’ of the British themselves, 
peopie have been unable, as & rule, to harmonize the idea of several nations, 
each enjoying autonomous government and to all intents and purposes quite 
independent, constituting a compact and united Empire. 

Possibly nowhere in the world was there a more mistaken conception of 


_the unity and strength of the British Empire entertained than in Germany 


prior to 1914. Intelligant and presumably well informed German writers 
confidently predicted that the first serious war in which Great Britain was 
involved would! be a signal for Canada, Australia and South Africa to’ throw 
off what they termed “the British yoke.” Equally confident were the pre- | 
dictions that India would blaze into revolt, that Irishmen would rebel almost 
to a man, and that Egypt would quickly drive the British there into the sea. 
The loosely. constituted British Empire would, they declared, quickly fall to 
pieces. 


But the Great War had not really begun before it became manifest to the 
world that the British Empire was one and indivisible, many times stronger 
and more united than any of the empires of old held together by force and 
great armies, Instead of répudiating their allegiance to the British crown, 


and enthusiastically in support of their common Empire. The few discon- 
tented ones in South Africa were quickly quelled, and South Africa proceed- 
ed to render equally valuable aid to the Empire. India provided hundreds 
of thousands of soldiers and untold wealth, and brought about the downfall 
of Turkey in Mesopotamia and Palestine. The Irish, as usual, contributed 
many of the most valiant soldiers in the Brifish armies. 


With the ending of the war, the peaceful evolution of the British Em- 
pire proceeds apace. By the free act of the British Governmnt and Parlia- 


over Egypt is brought to an end and the ancient land of the Pharoahs granted 
autonomous government; step by step the rights- and powers of self-govern- 
ment are being freely given to India just as renee as the people are capable 
of exercising those rights and powers. 


Some unthinking people who fail to understand the genius of British 
administration profess to see in these things a gradual weakening of the Em- 
pire. They are sadly mistaken. These developments are signs of the 
strength:of the Empire, not of any inherent weakness, and as time passes 
each of these units in the great British commonwealth of nations will give 
added strength and power to what is today the most powerful international 
force in existence, and the greatest stabilizing foree in the world today. 


Many nations have yet to learn that the extension ‘ot the liberties of the 
‘subject make for ‘increased loyalty and, therefore, national strength, while 
policies of repression and coercion but add fuel to. the flames of discontent, 
and, if persisted in, must inevitably end in disaster. 


The British way is the. human way, the commonsense way, the Christian 
way. One unit in this great British family of nations may find it necessary, 
in ‘working out its own development and advancing its own welfare, to adopt, 
say a tariff against the products of one of its sister nations, and the world 
at once interprets this as a weakening in the links that bind the Empire to- 
gether. But not so. If the adoption of such a policy is found essential to 
the upbuilding of a particular part of the Empire, and adds to the strength 
of that part, then the whole.Empire is made stronger. But should the right 
to take such action be denied to any part, not only would that part be crip- 
pled in is development but irritation would arise which would prove a weak- 
ness and menace to the whole. ’ 


Kipling voiced a great truth when he wrote 


“Daughter am I in my mother’s house 
; But mistress in my own.” 
This is the relationship which exists throughout the civilized world in 
the family circle. It exists just as truly in the family of nations. The 
British have recognized the fact, and are acting upon it, with the result that | 


the Empire is steadily growing in strength and true greatness and in unity 
of spirit and purpose.

Suppose you try to make a 
of loaves: voir wilt’ WAKE ewe ta 
loaf-pans.- These ‘will “costs about 
fifteen cents each. © You will like to 
have a large mixing bowl and the 
ustal half-pint méasuring cup and 
standard tea and tablespoons. 

In using yeast, follow directions. 
Remember that yeast is a plant’ In 
order to live and grow. it requires 
food, air, heat; moisture. Like the 
mushroom, it requires no light. In 
growing, yeast gives off bubbles of 
gas, and this gas makes.the bread 
rise. If you pour boiling water on 
your Cake of yeast instead of the luke- 
warm water the recipe calls“ for, you 
will Kill it just a8 surely as you would 
kill a delicate little fern. And once 
Killed, it will not make the bread rise. 

To make two loaves of white bread, 
into the mixing bowl put one level 
teaspoon ,of salt, the same quantity 
of sugar and half a tablespoon of but- 
ter or lard. Pour half'\a cup of hot 
water over these ingredients. 

When the butter is melted, pour in 
half a cup of cold water... Stir. half 
a cake of comipressed. yeast in ‘two 
tablespoons of lukewarm water until 
it may be poured. Test. the liquid in 
the mixing bowl ‘to ascertain if it is 
just lukewarm. This, may be done 
by letting a drop. fall on the tender 
part of the wrist..’ If right in tem- 
perature, add the yeast mixture. Then 
beat in enough flour to make a batter, 
Beat this for several minutes to help 
incorporate the air necessary for the 
growth .of the yeast. Then add 
enough more. flour to make a dough 
stiff enough to be handled. x 

“Toss on a lightly floured board, and 
with floured hands knead in enough 
flour so that when the dough is.press- 
ed in with the finger it quickly re- 
bounds, as does a rubber ball. Rough- 
ly, about three minutes’ knéading will 
be required for this quantity. About 
one-fourth cup of flour will be requir- 
ed for kneading in after the ane is 
on the board. 

Run the water over the dough ball 
for a second ‘and then place it back 
in the mixing bowl. -Set the’ bowl 
into a dish pan of warm water and 
place a clean, warm cloth over all.
